Karl litke and Hormann Matern 
are incapable of energetic leadership to win the masses, Litke is sick but 
Matern will get another imrortant job.

The SED cannot take a position on the Berlin city government problem or the 
coming elections pencing a decision on a higher level. The course of the 
Soviet Sector. after the final split of the city sovernrent is still unelear 
tat the democratic bloc will rrobably be relied on as the basis of the new 
administration. 
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
